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A Moral Obligation 


The city of Edmonton has been advised 
that no legal action may be taken against 
the federal government to prevent the 
establishment of an Indian tubercular hos- 
pital on the Jesuit College site in violation 
of civic bylaws. 

There is nothing surprising about this 
revelation nor is there anything inherently 
startling about it. In the natural course 
of events one would expect the authority 
of the province to legally override that of 
the city and the authority of the Dominion 
to legally override both. There is nothing 
wrong with that fact constitutionally or 
in principle. 

Nevertheless, the Dominion bears a 
moral obligation towards the self-govern- 
ing rights of each community in Canada, 
particularly in matters affecting the liv- 
ing standards of those communities, and 
it is both amazing and startling that Ot- 
tawa should so brazenly and obdurately | 
ignore that obligation. 

It is conceivable that in many hypo- 
thetical cases, the federal authority should 
use its superior legal powers to override 
smaller units of government. Where there 
is conflict of intent, the larger governing 
body should undoubtedly have precedence. 

But there is no conflict of intent here. 
The city is taking a stand to ease the 
housing situation here—a problem in 
which Ottawa also confesses some slight 
interest. It is taking a stand to preserve 
the integrity of its own bylaws. And 
surely the integrity of law anywhere in 
Canada is of prime interest to all Cana- 
dians because to flout one law is to weaken | 
all law. 

Nor is the Dominion driven by neces- 
sity in this case. There are at least two 
other suitable hospitals available for the 
treatment of tubercular Indians. 

Ottawa's attitude is a mere exhibition 
of authority for authority's sake. It is

They Are Out of Date 


General Hoffmeister is quite right in 
Saying that if ditches are to be dug by 
hand there are plenty of civilians. who 
should get the first call to man the picks 
and shovels, rather than urge returned 
men to tackle that strenuous and not very 
exciting method of earning a living ‘ 

But a point not to be overlooked is that 
not many ditches are being dug by hand in 
these mechanical days—nor many base- 
ments scooped out or many roads built 
that way. ’ 

Of course where a water pipe has to 
be run across a lawn or a garden, a man 
with a spade is required. And there are 
circumstances in which a basement has to 
be dug or a road built by hand-work. But 
these chores are not numerous enough to 
Sive steady employment to any great 
number. ' 

For all large excavation projects the 
pick and shovel are obsolete. They no 
longer offer the solution they once offered 
to the problem of providing employment 
for unskilled labor in bulk. Machines do the 
job faster and cheaper. This doesn’t simp- 
lify the problem, but it is a hard fact which 
cannot be ignored.

If breakwaters can be built, and if they 
would remove any element of danger, they 
Should be constructed.

In this instance, possible damage to 
the ship is of minor importance. The im- 
portant consideration is that the ship's 
loads of returning men and women from 
overseas shall be subjected to the least 
possible risk.

The government at Chungking was 
recognized by the Allies in war days as the 
governing authority in China, was given 
help by them, and in return supplied 
troops to fight in Burma, Siam and Indo- 
China. When Manchuria was freed from 
the Japs it was a logical assumption that 
Chungking’s authority would be recog- 
nized also in this redeemed Chinese terri- 
tory. 

But for the Allies to unitedly back 
Chiang Kai-Shek in extending control over 
this area was obviously difficult, for the 
reason that organized Communist forces 
Stepped into Manchuria as the Japs step- 
ped out. To expect Moscow to join in 
crushing or ousting them would be asking 
a good deal. Hence it has apparently been 
left to the United States to give Chungking 
whatever measure of support is thought 
proper and necessary. 

From the outside, General Marshall's 
mission—as defined by General Wede- 
meyer—looks both difficult and in mea- 
sure dangerous.

The new Yugoslav parliament has de- 
posed King Peter and proclaimed a repub- 
lic.

Everyone feels that if more people 
will help to maintain this prestige, 


| the thing to do is get them. 

Someone has taken the trouble 
to figure out that if the entire 
population of the world were 
brought together, it could be cor- 
ralled in a field no larger than 12 
square miles. On this basis, every 
living soul in Canada could be corn- 
ered in three-quarters of a section 
of land. 

Canada is larger in area than the 
United States, but has only one- 
twelfth the number of people. Can- 
ada has one-fourteenth of the 
world area, but only 1-188th of the 
population. Canada has three 
people to the square mile of land 
compared with 44 in the United 
States and 250 in the British Isles.

COMPARISONS DON’T tell the 
whole story, ‘and are often mis- 
leading. Canada stretches way up 
into the Arctic Circle and includes 
remote spots like Baffinland and 
Ellesmere Island. Parts of Canada 
are only a few miles from Green- 
land. 

But it must be admitted the popu- 
lation of Canada, in relation to her 
size, is almost embarrassingly 
small.

grants? What can we offer them? 


Our small sempbers, in relation to 
the size of And, mean that the 
country is unevenly populated, For 
instance, more people live in towns 
| than in the country. Out of every 
| 1,000 persons, 543 live in urban and 
| 457 in rural communities. One- 
| third of all our people live in the 
/12 largest cities. Montreal and 
|Toronto alone account for more 
| than one-sixth of the population.

THEY WILL MEET this year 
against a background of daily re- 
ports of a Europe faced with a 
winter of starvation and acute 
shortages of food necessities. 

One of the big problems con- 
fronting the conference will be 
whether or not to increase Canada’s 
wheat acreage. 

SOME AUTHORITIES 
that, given a good crop next year 
the 1945 acreage of 23,414,000—a 
1,000,000-acre increase over the pre- 
ceding year—would be sufficient to 
produce enough wheat to meet ex- 
pected demands, Others feel acre- 
age should be increased to forestall 
the disaster of a short crop.

Some Home Troops 
Can Get Discharge 


OTTAWA, Dec. 3.— (CP) — De- 
fence headquarters said Saturday 
that with the lowering of the point- 
score for discharge of 
home defence troops, especially 
those with overseas service, had be- 
come eligible for discharge. 

No distinction was made between 
general service troops and NRMA 
personnel, provided the latter had

It now 
stands at 90, Discharge is based 
on two points monthly for ser- 
vice in Canada and three for over- 
seas service with a 20 per cent 
bonus for married men.
